-Crime Alert- 
Burglar Alarm 
R ecommended

Ail is not lost if your home is selected as the target of 
a burglary. 
If a burglar enters your home, you can still make it 
more likely that he’ll be caught or be frightened away 
or leave empty-handed. 
“If you become a burglary victim—in spite of your 
best efforts—call the police immediately,” a depart­ 
ment spokesman stresses. “We are here to serve you 
and we will do everything we can to recover your 
property, but the police need the help of citizens to 
insure that the crime does not take place.” 
Law enforcement officers say that a simple alarm 
system can make a noise loud enough to notify the 
neighbors and scare a thief away. A warning system 
increases the chances that the thief can be ap­ 
prehended with the aid of a description from your 
neighbors. 
If you plan to be away from home for several days, 
alert the police to the time of your departure and 
return, the spokesman advises. A special surveillance 
will be maintained and officers will be particularly 
alert to suspicious activity in your absence. 
The spokesman also recommends that valuables 
such as jewelry be stored in a safe deposit box and that 
other items such as television sets and stereos be 
marked with an etching tool. 
An engraver is available for use at the police station. 
Marking your Texas drivers license number on each 
item may help officers trace the property if it is stolen. 
You should also keep records of makes and serial 
numbers of items that have them and descriptions of 
sports equipment and other articles that do not have 
serial numbers. 
Color photos and complete descriptions of jewelry, 
furs or objects d’art should be kept with your inventory 
lists to aid in identifying your property. The descrip­ 
tions and photos may aid police in catching the thief 
and will also be useful in filing insurance claims. 
A list of securities, savings bonds, stocks and other 
valuable papers should be recorded and the list kept in 
a safe place. Copies of all lists should be placed in a 
safe deposit box and your insurance agent may keep 
another set. 
If you think your home has been entered, the police 
have requested that you follow these procedures: 
GO TO ANOTHER PHONE and call police at once. 
The thief may still be inside. 
DON’T TOUCH ANYTHING in your home until the 
police have taken fingerprints. 
LEAVE EVERYTHING EXACTLY as you find it, so 
that evidence won’t be destroyed. 
LET THE POLICE HANDLE IT. Don’t attempt a 
personal investigation. 
GIVE POLICE ANY INFORMATION you have such 
as description of the persons involved, items missing, 
etc If strange cars have been in the neighborhood, give 
a description or license number.

The same 
will happen with minimum 
wage. 
I want to emphasize some 
of the negative aspects of 
this bill that we should keep 
in mind. 
F irst, 
boosting 
the 
minimum wage will affect 
inflation and will add to 
unemployment. Semi-skilled 
and unskilled workers make 
up a large portion of those 
unemployed. 
Em ployers 
cannot afford to hire these 
people at the inflated salary 
rates prescribed in this bill. 
Therefore, 
unemployment 
will worsen. 


DEAR DR. GREENSTONE. How should I respond to my 
teenager who says she wants to be alone and not talk to me?

DEAR DR. GREENSTONE, Sometimes my feelings and 
my intellect are in conflict. Which should I believe? 
DEAR READER. Believe both. They are both part of you, 
and provide much valuable information that can be tran­ 
slated 
into 
logical, 
realistic, 
responsible 
behavior. 
Responding effectively in our day-to-day world requires that 
we decide what makes the most sense to us to do at any given 
time. We choose what we will do. 
On the other hand, we do not choose our feelings. Neither 
can we change them voluntarily. We can, however, un­ 
derstand them, and then use this understanding as we decide 
what we will do. 
For example: Your teenager may ask to stay out past his 
curfew to attend a late party next Saturday night. Your 
intellectual evaluation of such a proposal tells you that it is 
okay. However, your feelings on the matter, which were 
probably transmitted from your parents during your 
childhood, tells you that anyone who stays out after curfew 
and goes to a late party must be a bad person. Which do you 
act on? Your intellect or your feelings? 
If you understand that your feelings come from your own 
rearing, and that your intellectual evaluation is based on 
here and now, you will probably allow the extended curfew 
time. Without such an understanding, your mom and dad, 
through you, will make the decision about your youngster 
from a point many years removed from the current 
situation.

Polly’s Pointers 
m Differing views for the 
Y nail polish stain blues

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Can you tell me how to remove a 
red nail polish stain that has set in a peach colored knit 
skirt7 I would appreciate ANY suggestions. — JUDY. 
DEAR JUDY — You do have a problem since nail 
polish sum s should be removed immediately. You did 
not say what fibers were in your skirt, so extreme cau­ 
tion should be used. It may be nothing will work since so 
much time has elapsed. Two leading laundry testing 
laboratories give completely opposite advice, so one 
may work for you when it would not for someone else. 
One treatment is to lay stain, face down, on paper 
towels and sponge the back with nail polish remover. 
Replace towels as they become saturated. When stain is 
gone, launder. Polish remover should never be used on 
acetates or Amel fabrics. 
The other authority says NOT to use polish remover 
but pure amyl acetate and then launder. If stain 
remains, sponge with rubbing alcohol to which a few 
drops of ammonia have been added. Cut a bit ‘rom un­ 
der the hem and experiment to see the effect of anything 
to be tried. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is against the makers of 
lingerie for not making a nice, slightly padded all cotton bra. 
Others like me, are allergic to nylon I used to be able to buy 
such bras, but now they are discontinued. I have worked in 
lingerie departments and know how many calls there are for 
them. — VIRGINIA B 
DEAR POLLY — This is for Rose who finds new plastic 
flannel backed tablecloths so wrinkled when they com e out of 
the package. I had one that was badly wrinkled I put it in my 
tumble dryer for just about three minutes on hot heat. It cam e 
out beautifully and without a wrinkle. Spread on table im­ 
mediately as it will be a limp m ess but looks beautiful after it 
has cooled. — MRS. A.L.R. 
DEAR READERS — Do not leave the dryer and keep a 
close check, so the cloth is left in only long enough to warm 
and soften the plastic. Then remove immediately. - POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — Rose should have no trouble removing the 
wrinkles from her flannel backed plastic tablecloth if she 
spravs starch on the flannel sloe and then irons. No pressing 
cloth is needed, just test to get the proper heat for the iron. - 
MRS. E.J.L. 
DEAR POLLY — Never throw away an empty new tangled 
potato chip canister. Remove the white paper liner from the 
inside, rinse and dry. Cover the outside with a scrap of pretty 
adhesive backed paper - I used wood grained They are then 
great for storing all kinds of things such as brushes and combs, 
tea bags, m atches, silverware and many more things. I use 
a label maker to mark them. Everything stays dry and dust 
free and they are great for camping. — MARION.

Camping 
Fees Set

Fees for use of the camper service areas around Lake 
Lavon have been established by the Corps of Engineers. 
Campers will be charged a $3.00 camper fee and $.50 for 
electricity for a total of $3.50 per night. This fee will be in 
effect from May 28 to September 6, 1976. The fees will be 
collected at each camper service area entrance. At present, 
only East Fork and Collin Park camper service areas are 
open to the public for camping. Lavonia Park will not be 
opened until the lake elevation reaches a level that will 
permit the water systems to be operated. Little Ridge 
camper service area is still under construction. 


The lake elevation is still decreasing due to evaporation 
and lack of rainfall. The present elevation is 468.09 msi. 
Flood gates have been closed since August 8 and will not be 
opened again until the new pool elevation of 492 msl is 
reached. 


Quail hunters have been having good luck in the 
designated hunting areas around Lake Lavon this season. 
One hunter reported getting his limit of twelve quail one day 
last week. 


Duck season opened again on December 20. Although 
numerous shots were heard by local residents around the 
northern parts of Lake Lavon, no one has reported to the 
Project Office concerning their success. If you do have good 
lu c k hunting or fishing, please come by the Project Office 
located at the west end of the dam so that we may take 
pictures of your game for possible use in future press 
releases by the Corps of Engineers.
